New York, April 16.—All attempts of inter- 
viewers to see Mrs. Tilton have failed. The 
only conversation with her made public is that 
of a ledy member of Plymouth Church who 
has maintained friendly relations with Mrs. Til- 
ton and her mother, Mra. Morse, and who called 
on Mrs. Tilton last evening, being, as she says, 
unable to sleep until she knew the truth or 
falsity of the alleged coniession.

Ile 
went direct to his hotel after the lecture last 
night, and refused to see any one connected 
with the press.

OUR FOREIGN MARKETS. 


Compilation of the Avtwore to Mr. Evarts’ 
Trade Circular—Useful Hints to American 
Merchants and Manufacturers. 

Washington Dispatch to dee York Herald. 
The State Department has gathered into a 
volume of 455 pages the returns made by Min- 

isters and Cousuls in various countries to a 

special inquiry issued last summer by Secretary 

Evarts, the substance of which lay in the ques- 

tion, “How can the foreign commerce of the 

United States with the country to which you are 

accredited be increased?’ The answers are iu 

many cases full, and in all of great interest to 

American merchants and manufacturers, who 

will do well to study tne volume caretully, 

because they will find in it many useful hints 
as to tbe advantageous conduct of their 
business with various countries. The general 
mpression which the volume leaves upon the 
reader is that we Americans have almost forgot- 
ten how to carry on a foreign trade; that we 
have no longer the art which formerly was ours 
beyond ali other nations of adapting our goods 


tothe necessities and tastes of foreigners, and 
that we have lost much of, if not all, our inter- 
est in selling American products abroad, 

The general result of the inquiry may be 
summed up thus: American manufactures are 
better in quality than those of any other nation, 
are highly appreciated almost everywhere, and 
are in the main as cheap or cheaper than avy 
others. But the trade in them is pushed with 
but little skill and energy by our people; our 
exporters act carelessly and do not in such mat- 
ters adapt themselves to the necessities of dif- 
ferent countries as carfuily as the English and 
Germans. Dealers abroad complain that descrip- 
tive circulars and price lists are not full enough. 
Our manufacturers do not adapt their goods 
to different markets as readily as do those of 
other countries, and communication with the 
United States is far slower and less certain than 
with Europe, even in the countries of South 
and Central America. But besides these gen- 
eral complaints there are two others which ap- 
pear in almost all the reports, and which, the 
testimony shows, are vital. One is that our 
manufacturers and exporters do not maintain 
fixed prices, but vary them frequently, being 
compolled to this by the fact that we here are 
cursed with a currency of factuating value. 
European and South American dealers say that 
it is impossible for them to order American 
goods, even where these are greatiy preferred 
and cheaper, because prices are thus unsettied. 
The other complaint lies against our high tariff. 
which disables us from buying and importing 
foreign products, and thus forces merchants 
abroad to trade with England, because the out- 
ward frei¢ht on their purchases is lessened by 
the fact that the ship is sure of a return treight 
to Europe. 

Mauu.sacturers and exporters in all parts of 
the country would do well to study theee re- 
ports carefully. They contain a great many 

useful hints and suggestions as to the best 
means of enlarging our foreign trade, and 
throw light on some important questions of the 
day. It is very evident that with a sound cur- 
rency and a reasonable tariff we are in a condi- 
tion to immediately com mand the commerce of 
the world. The Centennial Exhibition made 

the variety and excelience of our products 
known to all the world, and evidently surprises 
the visitors from all countries. Almost every- 
where our Consuls report American manufac- 
tures are admired and desired; but no country 
can afford to pay us in money for what its 
people wish to buy of us, and we cau- 
not hope to take the position as an exporting 
nation to which our skill aud capacity as manu- 
facturers entitle us until we have ships to carry 
our products and a tariil which will enable us to 
import as well as export, aud under whien our 
shipowners can earn freights both ways and 
thus save to the country the profits which ac- 
crue to this business. 

From all parts of the world comes the sug- 
gestion that American manufacturers should 
combine to maintain at commercial centres an 
exhibition of their products adapted to the re- 
gion, with samples, price lists, descriptive cir- 
culars, and iu the case of machivery, versons in 
chare competent to show the manner of its use 
and to effect necessary repairs. Consul Thayer 
writes trom Trieste on this subject: 

The advantages of such a sample warehouse, 
kept open one or two ysars.underthe auspices of 
the Governnient or of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, are too obvious to require enu- 
meration, and, it would seem, would soon create 
a demand for the production of our industry and 
skill which would amply repay the comparatively 
small expense to be incurre 

Trieste is a point from which a knowledge of the 
2 of the United States can most readily 
and widely be spread throughout all the countries 
vordering the Eastern Mediterrancan. And this 
couid be effected by an exhibition bere of a coliec- 
tion of the products of the United States, especial- 
ly of articles of common demand and utility from 
our factories and workshops. Ihave said ‘* exhi- 
Uitlon, a huge sample warehouse would be 
the better term. 

Mr. Phelps writes from Prague: 

The sale of American produce and manufactures 
would be largely increased in all its branches if 
agents were here to meet purchasers in person. 

Mr. Thornigton writes from Aspinwall: 

It seems to me it wonld pay our merchants and 
exporters to see that agents are placed at such 
ports where interest would seem to demand, who 
would take more than an ordinary interest in lay- 
ing before the Inspector at these points samples of 
goods and articles of merchandise peculiar to oar 
country, for inspection, wiih prices and cost of 
delivery. 

Mr. Cramer writes from Copenhagen: 

Avotber method for developing and enlarging 
the trade and commerce between the United States 
and Denmark is, in my opinion, the establishment, 
say at Copenhagen, of a central depot, managed by 
capable, enterprising, and = gy ety! parties, 
where a supply is kept on hand. not only of such 
articles as are now imported from the United 
States, bat also of such other articles as are large - 
ly consumed bat not produced in Denmark. 

Mr. Bridgeland sends from Havre the follow 
ing curious and important fact: 

From the best information I get there were re- 
ceived, for the first time at this port, a few samrles 
of American [hdian ¢orn, giving rise to importa- 
tions direct from the United States in 1876 of 
2. 501,600 pounds. During the past seven months 
of the present year importations from our country 
to Havre have incrased to 28,956,088 pounds, 
showing, as you will see, an increase in direct 
shipments of elevenfold. 

Mr. Bartlett writes from Martinique: 

A few months ago a gentleman from Dominica 
informed me that one year since be had ordered 
from the United States £500 worth of cotton goods 
as atrial, and that he got them cheaper than he 
could have in England, bat it took along time 
four or five months—to obtain them. ‘saat that the 
freight was much more thanit would have been 
from England, and that from Engiand he could 
have obtained them in six weeks. 

Mr. Kreissman writes from Berlin:

Among all measures that can be suggested for im- 
proving American trade in Germany, and in Europe 
generally, none seems to be of such pressing ne- 
cessitv and great utility as the return to a: fixed 
standard of values by our Government and peo - 
ple. In rt of world one of the chief 
obstacles 0 American commerce has 
been the incessant fiuctuation of prices, 
evidentiy due to the fluctuation of our currency. 
The American exporter has been, and still is, 
obliged to fix his prices at a standard high enough 
to cover risks of such changes of values between 
the time of receiving orders and that of filling 
them, and has therefore been placed at a great 
disadvantage with the German exporter, by whom 
the cost of production and the margin of profit 
could be safely calculated for months beforehand. 


Mr. Wilson 5 from Nuremberg: 


Ihave had recently some correspondence with 
an American citizen residing at Bayreuth, in this 
Consulate, who was formerly a resident of San 
Francisco. Two years ago this gentleman thought 
he would try, as an experiment, the importation 
of American musilins and other white goods into 
South Germany. He informs me that he met with 
good success, and might bave done still better if 
our exporters would maintain Gxed poets. He 
had made three different orders for these goods, 
and each time the prices were raised on bim; then 
he stopped — rr and the prices went down 
again. He says the dealers here will not buy an- 
less they can have some 3 that the cost 
prices will have some stability. 

Mr. Bingham writes from Japan: 


A large market could be secured in Japan for our 
cotton productions by a direct effort through intei- 
ligent agents sent hither by our manufacturers aud 
merchants for that purpose, but the trade cannot 
be eecured to our country by mere written corre- 
spoudence, and that the Japanese dealers do not 
and will not go abroad to select and purchase. 

Mr. Sutter writes from Acapulco: 

The merchants on this coast complain of high 
commissions in New York and of high rates of 
freight from and to New York. For instance, 
while freicht from New York out is $60 a ton, it is 
but £7 from England.

mall lots of ten bales, of fifty pieces of assorted 
patterns each, and suit all his customers. The 
printing cloth used for these priuts is 14 by 15 
threads in one-fourth of one inchs uare, 28 to 29 
inches wide when printed. wel ‘ swissed "’ 
(starched and mangied), as this operation is called 
at Manchester, eup in pieces of twenty-four 
yards; the colors are fast; cost price of piece at 
Manchester, 7s 2d to 7s 6d,.approximately, ac- 
cording to price of printing of pattern, exclusive of 
commissions, expenses of packing, etc.; import 
duties on prints per square meter, say 14 cents; 
sell per piece at $5.25 to $5.50. As these 
goods baye to be transported on mules to the 
interior of the country, exposed on the roads 
to all sorts of accidents, they mast be packed very 
carefaliy, viz. : Each bale of 50 pieces bas inner 
wrapper of brown or bleached cotton of nine yards, 
inner paper, inner wrapper of Hessians (hemp 
packing-cloth), tarpaulin, and at last outer cover 
of Hessians. Such a bale is then compressed and 
bound with iron hovups, weiche from 180 to 190 
pounds, aud is better suited for transportation 
— rough roads than a case. I have had the 
rtunity of examining patterns of American 
nis sent te a house at Acapuico by a large 
— York house, said to be of ready sale in the 
West Indies, Central and South America. Al- 
thouch they are of a superior 8 * by 
sixteen threads for one-fourth of one inch square). 
they are not so well ‘‘swissed” or finished as the 
Manchester articie, and forthis reason, as well as 
on account of their unaccustomed width of twenty- 
five inches, would not sell readily on this coast. 

These extracts give an idea of the varied con- 

tents of these reports, and also show that 
Americans have really forgotten how to carry 
on a foreign commerce, and have to learn the 
business over. The different dispatches in the 
volume contain much precise and detailed in- 
formation as to the kinds and qualities of our 
goods salable in. different countries.

The Second, under Ewell, contained the divis- 
jons of Karly, dohnson, and Rodes, and numbered 
by the same return 20,990 officers and men. 
A. P. Hili’s old division was increased by 
6,000 men in the brigades of Pettigrew 
and J. KR. Davis, and divided into two 
divisions, commanded by Heth and Pen- 
der. These, with Anderson's division, aggregated 
22, 700 officers and men for duty, and formed the 
Third Corps, under A. P. Hill. The total effective 
infantry strength of Lee's army when the forward 
movement to Pennsylvania began was, therefore. 
a little over 65,000; Corse s brigade of Pickett's 
division and one of Pettigrew's regiments, 2, 800 
men in ali, were left at Hanover Junction. In the 
action at Winchester, June 15, Ewel!l’s corps lost 
269 men. Three regiments, about 1, 100 strong, 
of Early’s division, were left at Winchester to 
guard prisoners and garrison the town. At Win - 
chester the Second Maryland Battalion of infantry, 
500 nen, was added to Johnson's division, ledving 
the effective infantry strength of the army when it 
crossed the Potomac 61.331. The loss by sickness 
and desertion was fully made up by accessions 
ffom recruits, conscripts, convalesceuts, and re- 
turn of furloughed men. 

The cavairy loss in action in the month of June 
at Beverly Ford, Aldie, and Upperville was 905 
men. It wasreinforced at Winchester by the First 
Maryland Battalion of eight companies and by 
Jenkins’ Brigade, the strength of which is officially 
stated by Gen. Stuart as 3. 800. Imooden’s com- 
mand, 2, 100 effective cavalry and mounted infant - 
ry, joined the army at Williamsport. The com- 
mands of Mosby and Gilmore, and a battalion un- 
der Col. White, were also added to Stuart's corps, 
making the effective strength of the cavalry full 
15, 000, with an ample allowance for losses from 
all causes previous to the battle of Gettysburg. 
‘lwo batteries of six guns each were added to the 
artillery, One, the Baltimore Light Artillery, at 
Winchester, came with Imboden. 

The effective strength of Lees army available 
for the buttie of Gettysburt was; Infantry. 61, 331; 
cavalry. 15,000; artiilery, 5,973; total, 82,304. 

All of these figures ure based upon reliable Con- 
federate authority, except the strength of Davie’ 
brigade, which is estimated at 2, 200. Two of its 
regiments, the Forty-second Mississippi and Fif- 
ty-fifth North Carohna, were new to the army. and 
probably had full ranks. The other two, the Sec- 
ond and Eleventh Mississippi, had not been en- 
gayed in any of the battles of the army since An- 
tietam. The Second Mississippi. which bad suf 
fered most severely in the batties in which it had 
taken part, had 450 men im line at Gettysburg.

The latest confession made by Mrs. Tr1- 
ton of criminal intimacy with Mr. Breecuesr, 
following upon previous confessions and de- 
nials, will be regarded by the public as one 
of the most nauseating doses it has been 
compelled to take since the Bezcuer scandal 
was first sprung upon an afflicted communi- 
ty. It has brought out once more that 
familiar and indecorous procession that fig- 
ured so long in this social opera-bouffe—Mr, 
Bron and his assistant, Mr. Hamar; 
tearful Tommy Sazarman; the mutual friend, 
Moviton; Tracy, Morris, and Evarts; the 
gossiping artist, Carpenter; Mr. and Mrs. 
Trrrox and the mother-in-law Monsz; the 
inevitable four women in Plymouth Church 
who seem to have been the receptacles of 
Mrs. Truton’s confidences; the inevitable 
old women of Plymouth who always knew 
the affair would turn out in this manner; 
and the numerous herd of gossips, male and 
female, who will eagerly leave Mme. Res- 
TELL's remains and the obscenities of the 
NxwxLi-Boanůbuax case to fasten upon this 
new phase of the Brecuer scandal. They 
reiterate their old stories with renewed 
gusto, and emphasize or condemn the new 
declaration, according to their prejudices, as 
if it were of some consequence. 

The most disgusting feature of this busi- 
ness is the utterly barren and impotent 
nature of Mrs. TI rox's confession. It set- 
tles nothing. It will nbt change the opinion 
of any one. Those who have believed Mr. 
Brrcuer to be an innocent män will con- 
tinue to believe so, and those who have be- 
lieved him guilty will not be strengthened in 
their belief. With all respect for Mrs. TILrox 
as a grass widow, and with all sympathy for 
her as a poor weak woman, it is none the 
less apparent that she is an unreliable wit- 
ness. She has protested and denied too 
often what Mr. Brercuzr calls the great 
transgression” and his assistant pastor 
**undue behavior,” to induce any one to be- 
lieve her latest declaration of guilt. No 
Court would accept such testimony, neither 
will the great popular tribunal to which she 
makes it. If it have any effect at all, 
it will induce many people who 
have had no settled opinions upon 
the guilt or innocence of Mr. Brrcuzr 
to believe that he is a persecuted man, and 
that this confession, coming at this distant 
day, and dragging the hideous and revolting 
scandal from its grave to the light again, is 
only another step taken by cunning and de- 
signing persons to injure the influence of the 
Brooklyn preacher.

THE RED FLAG IN NEW YORK. 

The Indianapolis Times, a Communist 
organ, prints a correct illustration of the 
Red Fiag flung to the breeze at Beethoven 
Hall, New York, while Joun Swinton de- 
livered his famous speech at the celebration 
ot the Commune.” It also reports Swinton’s 
speech in full. We do not know which is 
more remarkable—the flag or the speech. 
Neither is likely to make many friends. 
Neither is in any sense the representative of 
good government, or sound, economical 
truth. Both are allied with incendiarism, 
rapine, murder, and pillage. The only jus- 
tification of Communism which can be imag- 
ined is its purpose to remove the condition 
of inequality which exists among men. This 
inequality is so firmly fixed in the order of 
things that it can only be removed, if at all, 
by bloodshed and robbery. It cannot be re- 
moved even by these means, for it is a part 
of human nature, dating back to the origin 
of man ; but, if it could be so removed, the 
question is whether it is desirable. Is it de- 
sirable to plunge the world into misery in or- 
der that the rich shall be poorer and the 
poor richer? Is there any logic in the rea- 
soning which teaches the poor to covet 
riches, if riches are the source of wrong and 
oppression? Is there any power in man to 
keep all the property in the world distributed 
according to population, after it has once 
been exactly divided? The Communists, to 
be logical, must be prepared to advocate 
sharing terms with the negroes, the Chi- 
nese, and the inhabitants of the Cannibal 
Islands. They cannot claim any superiority 
over these people which some of the present 


‘possessors of property cannot justly claim 


over them. 

The fundamental error of Communism is 
that it seeks to abolish distinctions not 
made by man, and over which man has no 
control, namely: the distinction between 
sagacity and stupidity, thrift and prodigal- 
ity, idleness and industry. Accumalations 
of property in the first instance— 
particularly in a country like this— 
were due to distinctions of this nature; and 
they cannot be abolished by any arbitrary 
and criminal redistribution such as Mr. Swin- 
tow and his partisans advocate. Supposing 
the plans of the Communists to be success- 
ful, and all the property to be pooled for 
reapportionment, nothing can prevent wis- 
dom, economy, and industry from getting 
their reward again in the long run; so that 
areturn toa condition of inequality would 
be amere question of time. On any other 
supposition Communism would be the most 
inequitable system that could be devised, for 
it would then seek to make the idle man as 
good as the worker, the thief as good as the 
honest citizen, and the genius who contrib- 
uted an invention worth a million dollars to 
the common fundof no more account than 
an idiot. Under such a system there would 
be no incentives to good action, and very 
great ones to dishonesty. Communism would 
then be exactly described in the Corn-Law 
rhyme: 

What is a Communist? One who hath yearnings 
For equal divisions of unequal earnings; 


Idler, or burglar, or both, be is willing 
To fork out his penny and pocket your shilling, 


It is said that there are 90,000 Commu- 
nists in the country,—13,000 in New York, 
8,000 in Chicago, 9,300 in Cincinnati, 5,000 
in St. Louis, and so on. The Socialists in 
Chicago elected an Alderman at the last 
election; so did the Socialists in Cincinnati. 
The New York leaders of the Society speak 
of forming into a national party, comparing 
their present feeble condition with that of 


| the Abolitionists in the early days, and pre- 


dicting for themselves an equal measure of 
success. There is just this tobe said against 
their scheme: that the bottom has been 
knocked out of it by the _ restora. 
tion of the currency to a sound 
basis. With the healthy expansion that will 
follow the restoration of gold and silver to 
circulation, business will revive, the work- 
shops will be set in motion, and all the 
honest Communists who want work will get 
it. When gold and silver begin to jingle in 
their pockets, they will be less anxious than 
they now are for equal divisions of un- 
equal earnings.” Without them it is safe to 
say Communism will make no progress; for 
it will then be simply a struggle between 
criminals on the one sidé and the honest por- 
tions of the community on the other,—a 
struggle which the police can be trusted to 
deal with. 


The bill for the repeal of the Bankrupt 
law seems destined to go through both 
Houses of Congress with a rush, as it has 
already passed the Senate by a large majori- 
ty, though on a small vote. Perhaps there 
is no use in repining at this result, which 
may be only an indication of the popular 
will, It is a perfectly safe prediction, how- 
ever, that the evils of the State systems of 
insolvency and bankruptcy, which are virtu- 
ally no system at all, will make the “enact- 
ment of a new Bankrupt lawa favorite 
measure within a dozen years. As soon as 
the people have practical experience of the 
difficulty of collecting debts through thirty- 
eight States, under thirty-eight different 
laws, they will again demand the enactment 
of a uniform measure. The present law may 
be defective, and no doubt is; but it is in- 
finitely better than none at all. It might 
have been amended at very little trouble or 
expense in such a manner as to satisfy all 
reasonable expectations.

prevaiicd in Wisconsin as contazious ag the 
small-pox and scarlet-fever, and almost every 
city, town, and village was down with the dis- 
ease. Numerous lines were projected, funds 
obtained by every expedient kpown to shrewd 
financiers, bonds, stocks, and mortgages were 
forced upon the market, contracts let, work 
commenced, and the future was bright with an- 
ticipated profits and success. Cities, towns, 
and counties voted bunds, loaned their credit, 
gave large sums as a bonus, subscribed for 
stock, gave mortgages upon their property, and 
many of them are in debt to this day. Farmers 
mortgaged their farms, and merchants and trad- 
ers along the line put their surplus earnings 
into the maw of some struggling corporation to 
help the enterprise along and develop 
the country. Everybody wanted a rail- 
road, and cvery one put his shoulder to the 
wheel. But in afew years the fever subsided, 
and the patients had a relapse. Many of them 
died and were buried under the monuments 
erected out of their unpaid bonds and mort- 
gages; others sleep in unmarked graves, 
while a few survive and are now enjoy- 
ing a fair degree of health and prosperity. 
Before the Chicago; Milwaukee & St. Paul Rail- 
way Company was created, the roads in the 
State that bad built and were operating a portion 
of their projected routes now consolidated with 
it were six in number. 

THE MILWAUKEE & MISSISSIPPT, ; 
running from Lake Michigan to Prairie du 
Chien, 198 miles in length, was the pioneer en- 
terprise of the kind, and passed through many 
trials and tribulations before it reached the 
Father of Waters. Its name was changed 
three times, and its history trom beginning to 
end would furnish Mr. Herbert Spencer with 
admirable data for a chapter on the evolution of 
railroads. Next in importance was the “ La- 
Crosse & Milwaukee,” stretching 200 miles 
across the State, and that, too, has a history 
still more curious and instructive than its former 
rival. If it was not conceived in sin, it was. 
certainly brought forth in iniquity, and, like 
some other rogues, it was often compelled to 
assume an alias and adopt other disguises and 
conceal ments in order to escape the consequences 
of its acts and avoid the clutchof the law. The 
name of The LaCrosse & Milwaukee,” that 
it was originally chartered under, was changed to 
“The Milwaukee & Minnesota,” then to 
„The Milwaukee & St. Paul,“ and now it finds 
peace and respectability under the able man- 
agement and ownership of “The Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul.” Its record makes one of 
the darkest pagesin the domestic his of 
Wisconsin, and its recital here would be 
foreign to the object of this communication. It 
is sufficiert to say that, between the swindles 
that it habitually perpetratea upon private in- 
dividuals, the frauds that it was guilty of com- 
mitting under the forms of law, the litigation 
that it caused its bonest creditors, and the cor- 
ruptions that it practiced upon the innocent 
Wisconsin Legisiature, it will stand as a warning 
and a rebuke for all time tg come. The man 
who remembers the famous 

LAND-GRANT INVESTIGATION 
made by the Legislature during the session of 
1856, or will read the official account of that 
remarkable trial, will feel the full force of the 
uniavorable criticism that has been 
upon it. 

Next in importance were several little spurs 
of roads jutting out inte the country from these 
main lines, but, being cut off by the untimely 
financial frosts, they were so soon done for that 
it was a puzzie to know what they were begun 
for. About sixty miles from Milwaukee, the 
Horicon branch started and pushed its line up 
+o Berlin, a distance of a little over fifty miles. 
From Milton, in Rock County, the point where 
the Northwestern Koad crosses the St. Paul 
the Monroe branch leads out some fifty odd 
miles, heading for the lead mines. Another 
unfinished fragment stretched from Milwaukee 
to Columbus, with a fork at Watertown, that 
ended in the ground at Sun Prairie. The gaps 
between the last-named place and the City of 
Madison, and between Columbus and Portage 
City, have been filled up by the present manage- 
ment, and the line from Madison to Portage 
com pleted. 

A CONFLICT OF JURISDICTION. 

Added to these roads and bits of roads, 
wholly or partly constructed, owned and man- 
aged by separate and hostile Boards ot Direct- 
ors, and with conflicting interests, there were 
others of marauding dispositions and with the 
habite of the guerrilla, which were frauds in 
their incipiency, and so continued to the end. 
in that disreputabie category may be placed the 
two deiunct companies, the Beloit and the Mil- 
waukee & Superior, in aid of which the City of 
Milwaukee generously donated bonds to the

It is easy to see that there must be a constant 
broil betwixt these rival corporations, and that 
the best thing to be done in the interests of the 
people, for the benefit of trade, and to promote 
the advantages of the stockholders was to con- 
solidate all tuese lines, place them under one 
management, build a line to Chicago, the great 
railroad radius of America, and thus solidify 
aud svstematize aud make available the crude 
and hap-hazard work of twenty years. 

A PALSE THEORY. 

The railroad system of Wisconsin, so far as 
it can be called a system, was originally pro- 
jected upon a false theory. It was the dream 
of Byron Kilborn and his contemporaries to 
make Milwaukee a great railroad centre, using 
Lake Michigan on the cast and the Mississippi 
River on the west as tie natural outlets and 
extensions of the system, and thus cutting off 
and ignoring the City of Chicago altogether. 
But the hyperborean climate which closed river

FEVERISH. 
ADJOURNMENT OF PARLIAMENT. 
[By Cableto The Chicago Tribune. | 
Loxpon, April 17—5 a. m.—Parliament 
has adjourned for three weeks, with the

is very general that war may be rendered in- 
evitable by the acts of the Government be- 
fore Parliament again assembles. Germany's 
efforts at conciliation seem to have been 
directed toward Austria, and there are 
strong indichtions that Russia and Austria 
will agree upon some mutually satisfactory 
modification of the Treaty of San Stefano, 
leaving England, again isolated, to get what 
terms she can. It is probable that three 
weeks cannot pass without the culmina- 
tion of Anglo-Russian difficulties either 
in the certainty. of war or of 
peace. The present ‘state of feverish 
anxiety must soon be ended one way or the 
other, It is regarded as almost certain that 
hostilities between Russia and Roumania 
must break out unless a Congress be agreed 
to very soon, and this probability adds to 
the general feeling of alarm. 


EXCHANGING NOTES. 
THE FEELING IN ENGLAND. 

Lonpon, April 16.—In the House of Com- 
mons, thi« afternoon, Sir Stafford Northcote, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, replying to an in- 
quiry of Mr. Foster, said the situation is an 
anxious one, but nothing has occurred to aggra- 
vate it or to diminish the hope of a satisfactory 
arrangement. Nothing justifies the assertion 
that England will be isolated. A circular is ex- 
pected from Turkey to the Powers. There is 
good prospect of an arrangementin Thessaly 


and Epirus through the good offices of England. 


NEGOTIATIONS IN PROGRESS.

DENIED.

ment, under pressure from Bismarck on the 


former, is denied by Count Andrassy’s 
friends, who declare that Bismarck’s attitude as 


between Austria and Russia has been one of 
entire neutrality, he well uuderstanding that 
Austria urged the minimum, not maximum, of 
her objections against the treaty of San Stefa- 
no, and that the margin for mediation is ex- 
ceedingly narrow. 

CONTRADICTED. 

All reports about Russia having sent a reply 
to Austria’s objections are contradicted from 
the same source. In other ‘circles in Vienna it 
is stated that the Emperor and military party 
are stronger than Count Andrassy, and will not 
support his anti-Russian policy. 

A CONTINGENCY. 

Among large classes of Austrians a belief is 
said to prevali that Austria has nothing sub- 
stantial to gain by either peace or war, because 
Hungary would resist annexation of the Slav 
countries, but that action will be forced on the 
monarchy if the Russians attempt to disarm or 
occupy Roumania.

It was generally supposed that this indi- 
cated renewed uneasiness in regard to the outcome 
of European politics, but it is not impossible that 
the better demand for wheat in Liverpool was due 
to the fact that yesterday was the last market be- 
fore the close of the Easter holidays, which are 
observed in produce circles much more closely in 
England than in the United States.

Our receipts 
were fair, and there was a good shipping move- 
ment, but our stocks of corn are on the increase. 

The dry-goods market presented no changed 
features. Trade maintains a satisfactory degree 
of activity, and the tenor of prices remains steady 
and firm. In the grocery market, there was nothing 
new tu note. Trade was reported good and improv- 
ing, and the general situationof the market is 
satisiactory to jobbers. Dried fruite met with a 
liberal call, and most kinds were firm. Fish were 
unchanged. Lake descriptions are in licht stock, 
and show positive strength. The butter market 
was in the same condition as noted for a number 
of days previous. Fine goods alone are held with 
any show of firmness, and the tendency in al) 
descriptions is unmistakably downward. Cheese 
also remains weak and dec)ining. Ojiis, paints, and 
colors were without quotable change. They were 
in good demand. Bagging, leather, coal, and 
wood were quoted quiet and anchanged. 

The demand for lumber continues active at un- 
changed prices. Cargo lumber sold quickly yes- 
terday, and the docks were cieared by noon, the 
sales being principally of inch stuff. The receipts 
are likely to be moderate for some time tocome, for 
few mills are supplied with new logs, and, except 
on the east shore, not many milis are in operation, 
The yard sales were again heavy, the demand be- 
ing greatest from the Southwest, the freight to 
that section being just now very low on account of 
the sharp competition between the railroads. The 
hardware market was fairly active and steady. 
Wool, broom-corn, hides, and seeds were quiet. 
Hay was in better request and firm, in consequence 


of small offerings. Poultry was firmer, owing to 


light receipts, and eggs a shade easier.

OPIUM. 


A Visit to a Couple of Smoking- 
Rooms. 


‘How Hop Lung end Wing Leo Care 


for Their Customers. 


„Do you want,“ said a young fellow yester- 
day to a TRIBUNE reporter, to see the inside 
of a Chinese opium den!“ He was not a spe- 
cially nice-looking young fellow this, and his 
saliow complexion and the peculiar appearance 
of his eyes stamped bim uumistakably as à vic- 
tim of the deadly Oriental drug with which the 
heathen laundryman consoles himsclf, and 
which, as will be seen in the sequel, he is doing 
his level best to iptroduce in Chicago. The 
interlocutor explained that he acquired the 
oplum-habit jn San Francisco, and had con- 
tinued it for several years. In large cities, 
or, in fact, wherever there was 32 
Chinese laundry, he found no difficulty in grati- 
fying his appetite for the deadly soother, but 
when traveling, or when located in small towns, 
he had to fail back upon the crude article, which 
he swallowed jn small doses. He professed to 
have regularly visited opium-houses in nearly 
every large eity in the North and West, from 
Boston to San Francisco, and evinced a willing- 
ness to explain the ropes tothe reporter. It 
was then about midday, but, as it anpeared that 
one time was as good as another, an immediate 


start Was made. 
THE LAUNDRY OF HOP LUNG 

is situated in the basement of No, 27 Clark 
street, between Jackson and Van Buren streets, 
and differs in no degree from the ordimary 
Chinese laundry. Down the steps of this de- 
lectable den went the reporter and his conduct- 
or, and ip the front room they found the usual 
paraphernalia of wash-tubs and the like, two or 
three papers plastered on the wal! and inscribed 
with Chinese characters, and two Chinamen. 
The inscriptions might have been No Trust 
Here, or Opium Smoked Here” for all the 
ase = hi tell, or they might have been invo- 
cations to Buddha. ne of the men was ap- 
parently the proprietor, for he was lounging 
around at his ease, while the other was indus- 
triously pounding at some clothes in a wash-tub. 
Approaching the first of these importations, 
the stranger pulled from his pocket a shect of 
rice-paper, biazoned with the mystic figures, 
and explained to the keeper of the ranche that 
he was the * Sam Pan“ alluded to in that doc- 
ument, and that it was all right. This paper, 
he afterwards explained, was one given by the 
Chinese to their regular customers, and its 
production, backed by the necessary 25 cents, 
would insure a smoke in 95 per cent of the Chi- 
nese houses. 

The heathen looked at.the paper, and was ap- 
parently satisfied with it. ‘ All lightee; how 
much smoke?” he said, The stranger laid 
down a silver uarter and preceded 
the reporter int the rear room,— 
a villainously-dirty apartment perhaps 
ten feet square, and containing a stove, chair, 
and one or two other articles of furniture. On 
one side was what might pass for a bedstead, 
consisting of a cane or rattan construction rest- 
ing on some old dry-goods boxes, with pillows 
on which to rest the head. On this a young 
Chinaman was recliuing, and when the visitors 
entered he rose, and produced a pipe, a lamp, 
and a little box. The man who bad come for a 
smoke lay Gown on the rude bed, and the at- 
tendant proceeded to busy himself with 

PREPARATIONS FOR THB COMING TREAT. 

First he lit the lamp, a peculiar littie article 
of glass, with a shade of the same material, 
used for this purpose alone. The pipe was 
about eighteen inches in length, of dark-colored 
bam boo, witha brass bow! set about a foot from 
the mouth-piece. This bow! was shaped like a 
basin, and the smoke escaped into the tube 
tnrough a tiny hole in the centre. Next came a 
little cup containing the opium. The Chinese 
duy the drug in its crude state and prepare it 
for emoking by boiling it in a brass-kettle 
until it attains the consisteney of thick 
molasses, which it much resembles in 
color. When exposed to the air it rapidly 
becomes brittle, but softens when heat is ap- 
plied. A very small piece of this the attendant 
took up on the end of a wire and held over the 
lamp. It boiled and bubbied. and Jobn turned 
it over and over until it was ready for use. Then 
he smeared the inside of the bow! with the 
reeking, stinking stuff, and lastly deposited the 

residue, which was about as big as an ordinary 
pea, in the centre of the bowl. As it cooled the 
wire was drawn out, leaving a little draught 
hole in the middle, and the Ohinaman said 
* All lichtee,“ and handed over the pipe to the 
customer. 

Then he stretched himself on the filthy 
couch beside his white visitor, and the smoke 
began. The white man held the pipe an in- 
stant over the little lamp, and took a pull at 
the mouth-piece. The heated drug boiled in 
the bowl, and the peculiar narcotic odor filled 
the room. From time to time the attendant 
stirred the opium in the bowl, for only a 
practiced smoker can dispense with an assistant, 
and the pipe clogs in a moment unless the ori- 
fice is kept open by means of the wire. When 
the burchaser of the disgusting luxury had 
taken about three good whiifs of the smoke 
the material was exhausted, and he passed 
back his pipe to be replenished. The 
process was twice repeated, and then 
the visitor expressed himself satisfied for the 
time, and handed his pipe over to John, who 
started in for a smoke, with what was left of 
the drug. In answer to the reporter he said 
that he smoked a little, not allee time.“ 

„Now,“ said the Asmodeus of the occasion, 
“vou have seen the process of opium-smoking, 
and understand how it is done. The place we 
have just left (for by this time the two had 
gain the street) is a fair sample 
of the ordinary Chinese laundry. There 
are probably not three of them in 
town but where a smoke can be had if you 
know how to go about fit. But if you 
don’t, or if they are not satisfied that your inten- 
tions are ali right, vou cannot get within a rod 
of a pipe, though you may smell the drug as 
soon as you open the door. They are splendid 
liars, and willassure you that they have no 
opium there, ‘only bad Chinaman smokee 
opium.’ But themen employedin the place 
and their friends walk intothe back room and 
puff away 15 or 25 cents’ worth, just the same as 
a German citizen will take a glass of beer. This 
is only a sort of private business, but now we 
we will go to a regular shop, where you will at 
any time in the day or evening find more Amer- 
icans than Chinese.” 

The steps which lead down to the basement 
of No. 218 State street are ornamented with 
the iuscri ption 

“TUNG WING LEE,” 

Chinese laundry and notion store.” His shop 
is in the front of the building, his laundry, 
smoking-rooms, kitchen, and probably his Joss- 
house, iu the rear thereof. On the shelves of 
the little store are Chinese fans, feathers, and 
candies, and alot of the wooden- soled shoes, 
with embroidered uppers, which Hop Sing ana 
Wah Lung wear on gala days. Wing Lee was 
presiding at his counter when the visitors en- 
tered, and ny the pape was shown and the 
25 cents handed over. But here things were 
systematized, and business conducted on busi- 
ness principles. Wing Lee produced a delicate 
pair of scales consisting of an ivory beam with 
pendant scales, and in these the poison was 
carefully weighed. Then a bargain had to be 
made with Lee to assist in the operation, 
and when this was accomplished the party re- 
tired to the mystic chamber. 

The arrangements were simple, and the place 
was as dirty as could be desired by the dirtiest 
opium-smoker in existence. There were four 
beds in the room, which was hung with 
blankets, and on the only one discernible on 
rst entering from the fight a young white man 
of not more than 20 years of age was reclining. 
He was fairly well dressed, but had the ear- 
marks of the State or Clark street loafer about 
him, and his couptenance was not a prepossess- 
ing one. Wing Lee said, “You get up, Char- 
lie,“ and he moved slowly and wearily into the 
left-hand corner of the room, where he threw 
himself on another couch, on which something 
black and shapeless could be dimly discerned. 
The preparation of the pi was conducted by 
Wing Lee in a more scientific manner than by Hop 
Lung’s representative, and Lee proudly called 
attention to the quality of bis opium. ‘Smell

RENTING OR OWNING. 

Attention has been called, during the discussion 
about the school question, and the lack of proper 
accommodations for children, to the fact that there 
are 5.000 children in rented buildings, for which 
$12,000 annual rental is paid. It has been urged, 
as an economic measure, that it would be wiser for 
the city to burid schools of its own for the purpose 
of accommodating them. It is claimed, and doubt- 
less with truth, that the structures which the city 
would put up would be better adapted for the 
purpose than those which it rents, but, 80 far as

HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 
MISCELLANEOUS BUSIN B88. 

A regular monthly meeting 2f the Chicago Hie- 
torical Society was held last evening in its rooms, 
corner of Dearborn avenue and Ontario street, the 
Hon. I. N. Arnold in the chair. The Chairman 
reported that the amount secured by mortgage on 
the property of the Society was $11,366, and that 
the interest had been reduced from 10 to 7 per 
cent. To accomplish this very desirable result the 
members of the Executive Committee, Messrs. 
I. N. Arnold, George F. Rumsey, Edwin 
H. Sheldon, George L. Dunlep, L. Z. Leiter. 
Mark Skinner, and William Hickling, had become 
personally responsible for the amount, the time of 
payment having been extended to Dec. 15, 1882. 
On motion of the Hon. Thomas Hoyne a vote of 
thanks to the members of the Executive Committee 
was unanimously adopted. 

Prof. A. D. Hager, the Librarian, submitted his 
report showing the donations to the Society since 
the last meeting. 

The Committee on Amendme nts to the Constitu- 
tion reported an amendment fixing the initiation 
fee at $10, and the annual dues at the same 
amount. The proposed smendment mare a new 
departure in the Society, and if adopted will 
doubtless tend to a considerable increase in mem- 
bership, as the initiation fee has so far acted almost 
as a prohibition. The report went over for one 
month under the rule. 

JUDGE MANIBRRE. 

The Hon. Thomas Hoyne wen read a biographi- 
cal memoir of the late Judge George Manierre. 
The subdject of the memoir was born in New Lon- 
don. Conn., in 1817, of Norman-French extrac- 
tion. On the death of bis father, in 1831, he re- 
moved to New York and entered the law-office of 
Judge John Brinkenhoff. In the winter of 1832 
Mr. Horne fret became acquainted with him, 
and the acquaintance endured until the 
Judge’s death, in While in New 
Yor Mr. Manierre was connected with a 
literary association which numbered among its 
members such men as Horace Greeley. Justice 
Daly of the New York Common Pleas Court, the 
Hon. Elijah Ward, and others who afterwards rose 
to fame. For four years he contributed sketches 
and poetical effusions to the New York Mirror, 
then a very popular periodical. At this time he 
held somewhat liberal views on religious subjects, 
which he afterwards modified, and in 1841. 
shortly after his marriage, he became a 
regular attendant at Dr. Patterson's church,

They have five 
days to make up their minds, and if they do not 
pay in $100 by Monday and get their papers, suit will 
be eommenced against them. Commissioner De 
Wolf was told by an Alderman yesterday that if 
he attempted to enforce the ordinance the Coun- 
cil would repeal it. He, however, is going to see 
that it is carried out so long as itis on the books. 


The Commissioner of Health doesn't regard with 
much favor the suggestion of Tus Tamer that 50 
cents be charged for burial certificates. It would be 
an additional tax onthe undertakers, and they 
would make the family of the deceased pay the fee. 
While there might be no — objection to it. he 
doubted whether the Council would pass the nec- 
eseary ordinance. There were issued last year 
8.020 permits, and the printing and clerk hire 
cost the city about $1,600, but not a penny came 
in to offset this expense. A fee of 50 cents would 
yield at least $4,000 a year. If Commissioner De 
Wolf would recommend the mattertothe Council 
that body would doupbtiess pass an ordinance au- 
thorizing the exaction of the fee. 

ANOTHER CAUCUS. 

The money-spending Aldermen, commonly 
called the dummer element of the Council, 
tried to hold another caucus last N but 
failed again. Notices were sent by Ald. Ryan, 
‘*Chairman of the Committee, to the hold-over 
sewer and viaduct Aldermen, and also to all the 
newly-elected Aldermen who are supposed to be 
enemies of economy. The rendezvous was Koom 27 
Sands House, and the time 8 p. m. At that hour 
there were assembled Cullerton, McNurney, 
Ryan, Oliver, Lawler, Tully, Lodding, Janssens, 
McNally, Riordan, Jonas, ana Daly, the latter 
having been won over, it is alleged, 
by the promise of the Chairmanship of the Coun- 
cil. A dozen was nota quorum, nineteen being 
necessary in order to accomplish anything in the 
Council. Accordingly nothing was done beyond 
indulging in talk about selecting the most capa- 
ble men for the committees. They dispersed 
about a quarter of 9, and six, headed by Lawler, 
went over to the Adelphi and showed their stars to 
the doorkeeper. This element claims to embrace 
twenty-two Aldermen,—a majority of eight; but 
it seems a little singular that they never can be 
gotten together. At the Palmer House caucus, 
only seventeen attended; but two of these. Wet- 
terer and Kiener, are believed to be unwilling to 
identify themselves with the spendthrifts. Wet- 
terer’s friends say there is no truth in the assertion 
that Daly bas bim under his thumb. At the Burke's 
Hotel caucus there were but eleven present, and 
last night, as before stated. only twelve. The 
reason given for the failure of the twenty-two to 
turn out is, as one of the Aldermen expressed it, 
the fear of a press racket. If this element

of the new Aldermen to give them 
the control of the Council, they will act 
in this way: Daly will be elected Chairman. Then 
one of them will move that a committee of five or 
seven be appointed by the Chair to nominate the 
standing committees of the Council.

Why the Council Repealed the 
Old Ordinance for 
Opening it. 


Suits Begun for Damages--What 
the City May Have 
to Pay. 


The Council last Monday night passed an ordl- 
nance repealing the ordinance, and annulling 
the assessments, for the opening of Dearborn 
street from Jackson to Fourteenth. It also 
passed an ordinance, submitted by Ald. Gilbert, 
forthe opening of the same portion of the 
street on the same line as before, the design of 
the new ordinance being to remedy the alleged 
unjust assessments under the former one. To 
ascertain just how the passage of the new ordi- 
nance would affect the city,—in other words, 
how it was claimed that it would be benefited 
thereby,—a reporter yesterday tackled a gentle- 
man around the City-Hall who has been familiar 
with the proposed improvement from its very 
inception, with the followed results: 

Jo properly understand the thing, it will be 
necessary to go back a little,“ said the report- 
er's informant, and make a brief statement 
of the matter from the start. 

THE ORIGINAL ORDINANCE 
wads passed in the spring of 1873 and a petition 
was filed in August of that year, the property 
comdemned in the following winter, the amount 
of damages being assessed at about $1,000,000. 
Commissioners were appointed to make the 
assessment, which was broughtinto Court for 
confirmation along in February, 1875. By that 
time all the parties in interest came 
in, fled their objections, and con- 
tested the confirmation. The trial occupied 
six weeks, able counsel were employed for 
the objectors, and the jury rendered a verdict 
confirming the assessment, with some slight 
alterations. Thereupon an appeal was prayed 
to the Supreme Court, and the assessment was, 
in 1876, sustained. Warrants were issued for 
the collection of the assessment, and have been 
in the hands of the Collector for nearly a year. 
A vetition was tiled with the Council asking f or 
a repeal of the ordinance, and the matter was 
consummated Monday night in the repeal of the 
old ordinance and the passage of a new one. 
When the property was originally condemned, 
the prices obtained were large for the time, al- 
though no particular complaint was made 
just then. The petitionera, however, make 
the statement that the assessment upon 
them was 80 burdensome that they 
never could pay it, and that it was unfair in 
that it discriminated most unjustly in favor of 
corner lots. The new ordinance is passed, but 
awaits the Mayor’s approval. If he does ap- 
prove it, the probabilities are that a petition 
will be filed and a new condemnation had. The 
city will be the gainer in this respect, providing 


the new ordinance goes through and no legal 
proceedings in the way of petitions and contests 
are in the way. The property can probably be 
obtained now for one-half or perhaps one-third 
of the original condemnation. In the first 
place, a large number of buildings at the 
time of the first proceedings were burned 
in the fire of duly, 1874, the amount 
of money awarded for which was over $50,000. 
That is one item that would be saved. The 
price of property to be taken will be 50 per cent 
less than formerly. The only difficulty is that 


the parties interested in the damages will un- 


doubtedly commence suits against the city to 
recover the amount awarded them as damages 
to these lands, and the question is whether the 
city may not be mulcted in damages on account 
of this abandonment. The Supreme Court in 
the Barbien case decided that the city hada 
right to abandon a proceeding ot 
this kind at any time before taking 
possession of the property. These par- 
ties who commence these suits will claim 
that the city has done acts which tend to show 
possession on its part, or an attempt to take 
possession, and they may claim, too, that so 
long a time has elapsed since the time of the 
original proceedings that the city is estopped 
from abandoning the proceeding.” 

I these legul complications could be avoid- 
ed, however, you think the city would be a 
gainer by the passage of the new ordinance?’’ 

“If the city can get through without any 
proceedings for damages against it on account 
of the former proceedings, the improvement will 
not cost over one-half of what it did before. 
That is to savy, the whole condemnation will not 
be over 8500, 000.“ 

THE LEGAL PROCEEDINGS HAVE ALREADY 

BEGUN. 

Yesterday afternoon, 
Judge of the Circuit Court, wno claims „000, 
Charles C. Copeland, who claims $45,000, the 
Trustees of the Olivet Baptist Church,who want 
$20,000, and Peter O'Neill, who wants $12,000, 
began a suit in assumpsit against the city. 
Judge Dickey and Mr. Copeland, being non-res- 
idents, began suit in the United States Court, 
the others in the State Courts. 

It is alleged that the principles which will gov- 
ern this case differ from those in the North 
State street case. It will be rememdered that 
an assessment was made some years ago for 
widening that street, and in 1874 the Council 
repealed the ordinance. The city was sued for 
damages, and the Supreme Court refused judg- 
ment on the ground that the city had in no way 
taken possession of the property, had asserted 
no proprietary rights, but had simply ascertain- 
ed in court what the benefits and damages would 
be if land were taken for widening the 
street. It was also laid down in the 
same case that the remedy for a per- 
son aggrieved was not by mandamus, 
but by a suit in assumpsit. As regards Dear- 
born street, however, the case is said to be dif- 
ferent. There the city, it is alleged, has occu- 
pied the ground which it was sought to take for 
the purpose of opening the street. It has re- 
fused to give build permits to parties unless 
they conformed to the new lines, and has in 
other ways shown that it has taken possession 
of the property. Judge Dickey owns some 
property through which Dearborn street was 
opened. His damages were assessed at $41,000, 
and his benefits at $40,000. The land was taken, 
and he was given a warrant for $41,000, and also 
assessed for $40,000. These warrants for dam- 
ages are out to the amount of about $1,000,000. 
To offset them there is an assessment for benefits 
$800,000. These assessments have not 
yet been collected. Nw, the ordinance under 
which these assessments for benefits were made 
has been repealed, and the warrant for their 
collection has been taken out of the hands of 
the Collector. The original ordinance having 
been repealed, all proceedings under it, so far 
as these assessments are concerned, are at an 
end. It is claimed that the city has abandoned 
tne property, which reverts to its origina, own- 
ers, and it has also abandoned the effort made 
to collect the assessments. But there remains in 
the hands of those who were damaged warrants 
amounting, as was said, to about $1,000,000. 
On these they propose to bring suit. According 
to a decision of Judge Drummond, the city was 
given a year from the time in which proceedings 
were concluded to pay over to the parties dam- 
aged the sums to which they were entitled. If 
not paid by that time, the amounts were to 
bear interest. That year has elapsed, or at all 
events the city has manifested its determina- 
tion not to go on and collect those assessments. 
Judge Dickey and the other parties who 
are in the same boat with, him now 
bring suit on these warrants. It is 
true that the land has la to 
them, the city having practically vacated the 
street, but they have been kept out of it for 
years, and they claim that the city has had 
possession of it, thus making it liable for dam- 
ages. 

. SHOULD THEY RECOVER JUDGMENT, 

the city will next year Dave to levy a tax on all 
the taxabie property of Chicago for the purpose 
of paying this $1,000,000, and Dearborn street 
will not have been opened. If the repealing 
ordinance goes into force, all that has been 
done is undone, and the city will have to begin 
anew with another assessment for damages and 
for benefits, and another series of payments to 
parties who are damaged. | 

The heavy vote which the ordinance received 
was surprising to some. It is alleged that it 
is due in part to a strong pressure brought to 
bear by certain parties. whose assessments for 
benefits were very heavy, —they claim unjustly 
so,—and who are very anxious to get rid of this 
burden. for à time at least. If a pew assess 
ment is made, their assessments may possibly 
be reduced, and at all events they will keep the 
use of their money for a year or so longer. It 
is also alleged that if $4,500 had been put up by 
those who are interested on the other side, the 
repealing ordinance would not have been 
adopted. | 

The. Mayor stated yesterday that he had not 
decided what to do as — signing the ordi- 
nance. The interests involyed were important, 
and it was a matter which required deliberation 
and consultation with his law officers before he 
took action. He intimated, however, that it 
was passed by so large a vote that a veto would 
not avail. r the City Law

RIOT SUITS. 


The Pennsylvania Company Getting the 
Best of It So Far as Heard From. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

PaILaDBLrnia, Pa., April 16.— The first case 
to come to trial involving the responsibility of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company for freight 
destroyed at Pittsburg was taken up in the 
United States District Court before Judges Mc- 
Kinnon and Cadwallader. The jury was im- 
paneled, and to-day John Fallon opened for the 
plaintiffs and, after reciting the history of the 
riot, claimed that the common law laid down 
the rule to be that common carriers were 
“liable for every failure to deliver 
goods unless prevented by the act of 
God or the King’s enemies. Lord Mansfield 
in1 Term, Rep. 27), referring to the Lord 
George Gordon riots in London, which the 
whole military force of the Kingdom was un- 
able to suppress for a time, said that such an 
occurrence was not an act of God such as to 
absolve a common carrier from liability. He 
then stated the grounds upon which they 
claimed to recover. The counsel agreed to ad- 
mit that the goods were, prin. a facie, 
value shown, that the Company received them 
for carriage, that they were at Pittsburg twenty- 
four hours before the fire, and that they 
were there destroyed by fire. The Hon. 
Wayne MacVéagh obened the argument on be- 
half of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. 
He stated that, it having been agreed that the 
loss was caused by fire, the burden of proof of 
negligence was upon the plaintiff. Mr. Fallon 
argued that the railroad company was by pre- 
sumption guilty of negligence unless it could 
show that the causes of the fire were other than 
those enumerated as exceptions in the Dill of 
lading. Both Judges sustained the view of 
MacVeagh, and the case was adjourned for auay. 
Thus it will be seen that the burden of proof 
is placed upon the plaintiff. This is the first of 
about sixty suits pending in courts at New 
York, Pittsburg, and this city.
